THE FISHEltlES. 

The olauaoa of tho \Vualiiiij{toii treat}' 
by tlie terms of which tho Otiiiuda Qaheriua 

'"J^^'wero thrown open to Amoricaus oxpired 
laat aummer. Presidoiit Clevuland had 
nqt .tha [po]W«r;updarr|tl»a')Constitu to 
koep'tilivo' tlie treaty, biit he promised, 
should the Canadian government consent 
to permit American fiBhernien to resort 

I, to the Canadian tishing grounds, to aoiid 
B nieaauge to cungreaa ut ita next soaaion 
ruoonimeading a renewal of tho fishery 
. olauaea of the treaty. Mr. Cleveland kept 
faith with our government. He aent tho 
nieaaajjfu and enclosed a proposition for a 
renewal. Tho nteasaj^e was referred to 
the committee on foreign reluliuiia of tho 
senate. The senate being the troaiy-niak- 
ing power can alone deal with such mat- 
ters. The cuiumittee took the matter 
under, adviaemont in, December, and on 
the iStb of'the jreaent month reported 
that n renewal of the fishery ulausi>a 
is nut advisable. That is to auv, 
they do not wnaider tho privilegea 
acquired under the treaty of 
■; ,Wa8hiugton worth paying for. It must bo 
'"'"remembered that the United States i)uid 
■ ■ upon the deoision of arbitrutors tho Hum of 
$5,000,000 for the priviltgo of tishiug for 
flfteeu years in Canadian waters. It waa 
. this privilege that expired in 18!:j5, and it ia 
tbis privilege thaX the United. St&to.s senate 
declines to osk a renewal of. The governor- 
general in the speech from the throuo 
on TUuraday n-furred to this matter 
iu lauyiiayo that cannot be misunderstood. 
It may therefore be iiccepted as 8ettle<l tlmt 
if the United States should persist in tlie 
refusal to pay for the tishorv riyht .\meri- 
uan tishermen found lishiug in Canadian 
waters will be treated as poachers — impris- 
oned, and their vessels, nets, and cargucs 
seized and contiseated to the crown. Prior 
to the Washington treaty the ouforeeniout 
of Britis^h rights to these lish- 
eries -was the causa of mueli 
heartbnruing. Resistance was often 
made by the intruders and on two or threu 
occaaiona an international dithculty a'- 
ijioa^t resulted. Prudent counsels fortun- 
ately prevailed and the Washin)^ton trea- 
ty — which, among other things, embraced 
_^a reference of the Alaban'.'>. claims to ar- 

I 4 b>!^>?^i'>'> — finally decided upon. The 

j ^ fisheries question,, it will be seen, was 

* hot finally aettled by the treaty. It was 
laid on the shelf for a given number of 
yeara, and now rises up like a ghoat that 

. will not "down" at tho bidding of the 
two governments. We are not aa yet fully 
iNformed aa to the state of public feeling 
in the United ytatos; but it is gathered 
... from the governor general's speech that 
. ' the Dominion is prepared to resist the in- 
truaion of American fishermen at all haz- 

■ arda. We regard the question as fraught 
with very serious conaequencea and shall 

. look for the dtevelopmeut of the policiea 
" of the two governments with a feeling uf 
" iiitereat not unmixed with anxiety. 

WMETGHED POLICY. 

We would whisper .i few words of warn- 
ing iu the ears of the anti-Chinese agitutoni. 
So far the movement in this province has 
attracted and held tho sympathy of the 

i largest number of people. The government, 
nino-tenths of tho business men and, al- 

I'^'w-m yst without exception, the public men of 
all'Bhades of political belief, Iiave been with 
■tEe'"; white ■workiiigmea in their struggle 

.^gainst .Chinese uheap labor, " 'As an effeat 

' of the agitation there are now fewer Chinese 
employed in and about Victoria than ever 
before, and if white men know and would 
do their duty there would bo scaraily 500 
Chinese in the city in another year. Wo 
can cite several instaueos that have come to 
our knowledge within ton days where white 
men have refused to work at from two- 
thirds to double the rates for which 
Chinese could have been hired. We 
iiave heard of two cases where Chinese at 

vj;:81 B.BP dny; were discharged to make room 
for white" men at §2 per day and tho lat- 
ter failed to make their appearance on 
Monday morning and have nut since been 
seen. We hear uf another instance where 
a citizen who refused to give tho job to a 
Chinaman at six bits a day tried for ten 
days to find a white man who would work 
for $1.50 a day, and finally gave up in 
despair and toiik the Chinaman. Another 
discharged a Chinaman at §1 and put a 
white man on ut §1.75 who remained a 
day-and a-half and then "belted," de- 
manding hia pay and getting it before he 
would' leave the premises. These are not 
solitary instances. Matiy others might bo 
cited to show that the white men are not 
embracing their opportunity to supplant 
the Chinoao. There are many honorable 
exceptions. There are many worthy men 
whoareready to work atanadvanceonChi- 
neee wages, but there are others who can- 
plain of poverty, yet will not accept work 
when it is ufiered Ihem. Q'hia is poor 
policy. T^ore was never a time in the 
hiatory of the province when theprutpeeta 
uf getting rid uf the Chinese were aa 
bright aa they are now. Few are enter- 
ing the country and hundreds are getting 

■ ready to go away. Now is the time for 
the white laborer to aho.v hia willingness 
to take» work when it is ofi'orod at fair 
rates. ^The example sot by tho coal minora 
of Washington territory ia unworthy of 
imitation.^ flaving driven the Chinese 

. o^ut'' they have atruck for higher wages 
than the employers can all'ord to pay and 
ttie mines must be cioaed down and aoon 
there will be employment for neither 
whites nor Chineae. Tho effect tf a per- 
aiitenc'e - in this course will be sure to 

• prove injurious t.) the ii)terc»f!i of tho 
white workinf^uion and alienate the sym- 
pathy of many well-wishers. 

.\.H inspection of the fourteonth annual 
report of tho public schools of tho province 
shows that the ueceasitioa of public educa- 
tion have been fully recognized and provid- 
ed for by tho present tjoyermuout. Tho 
" total amount expended in this way for 1881- 
-85 -was $71,101.52, a marked contrast to tho 
'sum voted by the SValkem-Beuveu goveru- 
J-meut during ita laat term of oHice. Asa 
iMtrospective referenoe tt may .be-mentioued 
^tJiat: th"e?tiStal iiixmbertof isoholars • enrolled 
' in :Viotcria,.was ,.465, while for the year 
: 1884-85 thWnumberhad increased to 1,3 lo; 
and of this number that of both sexes is 
nearly equal, being about 13 girls to 14 
boys. The totil number of pupils between 
the ages of G and 10 years who attended tho 
Hchoals during tho year was 0,750. The- 
estimated value of school property is $123,- 
100.00, consisting of land calculated at .'?2'2,- 
Cll.OO, and buildings, furniture, etc., to tho 
extent of $101,098.00. There have been 
several now schoolhouses built to meet tho 
increasing wanta of various districts, and 
altogether a judicious approcintion of the 
necessity for every educational facility pos- 
sible has been shown by the present gov- 
ernment in a manner so uuinistakeable as 
to compel all who are not biased by preju- 
dice to render a fair acknowledgement of 
^eir edbrta. 



ABGB:^OLOGIOAL RESJSARaU. 

An exchange in speaking of tho large 
number of mounds— the work or pre- 
historic man — found scattered over the 
major portion of the Northwest, says 
there is a continuous line o^theaa niounds 
stretching from the Cen'icaI-''iiliBaiesippi 
region straight throuijh to' Lake Winni- 
peg. One of the groat (jueationa amongst 
American ■arclnuologiata is to discover 
whence the mound-builders came, and 
tho evidence secured soema to go a Ion;; 
way to prove that this problem can bo 
settled by explorations and invest iga 
tions in the- Northweah-."-"At"'ieast one 
large group of mounds exists on the Eainy 
river in Ontario, and it is understood that 
immediate steps are to be taken to pre- 
vent tho rifiing of those which 'remain 
intact. Many of them have been plun- 
dered by irresporiaiblu persons, and but 
few uf the relics have been taken out, by 
competent men. who had a knonledge of 
their 'value. The Historical Society of 
Manitoba secured some interoaiiiig ar- 
ticles of cupper, shell and bone, which 
are on file in ita museum, but tho mu- 
seums of Ontario are practically without 
any of these prehistoric reinanis. Private 
enterprise cannot uiidortaku these inves- 
tigations in a aatiafactory manner, and it 
ia possible that the Ontario and Dominion 
governments will provide moans to defray 
the cuat of a ayatomatic and thorough ex 
ploration of the northern mound ayetem 
before the plough of the settler levela the 
tumuli. It is understood that a paper on 
tho mounds in Canada has lately been 
read before the Cnnadian institute, and 
which may act aa a primary itnpulao in at- 
tracting to the aubject an amcunt of pub- 
lic intorcat that wdl finally result in 
throwing increased light on these ancient 
evidences of an unkuown and byegono 
race, and add to the stores of suience 
another link in the history uf the pro- 
gress of man.

To Tim Editor:— Do you ''know; any- 
thing about this portion of 'British Col- 
umbia; or do you care anything about it 
or its inhabitants ( If you do, will ycm 
be good enouijh to give this communica- 
tion a place in your paper ? 

This valley ia the most extensive and 
valuable tract of agricultural land in the 
province, and ia being rapidly settled up 
by a hardy and industrious class. But our 
^reat drawback is the unsettled condition 
uf our land title. Indeed it would puz- 
zle the proverbial Philadelphia lawyer to 
understand tha muddle. What between 
provincial claima, Dominion claims, rail- 
road claims, and tho defunct Sumas dyk- 
ing and ditching claims, tho poor settlers 
anxious and willing to build up homos 
and develppo the resources of tho coun- 
try, find tneniselvos in a bewildering maze 
of uncertainty in regard to titles, preeent 
and proapeotive. . In the language of my 
illustrious friend "Artemus Ward" I 
would ask, why is this thudy Why do 
not our legislators Jo somuthmg to settle 
this vexed quoation ? Speoioua proniiacB, 
glittering generalities and higli-aounding 
political platitudea will not meet the caau. 
Something must 1 . <loiit, and not talked 
about only; and now that the elections 
are suon to take place we intend 
to bo heard and felt in thia matter. No 
individual need come before us for our 
sufifragoa who is not emphatically commit- 
ted to 

ME.l.SOUES OF UKLIKF 
in thia regard. No goveriiniont will receive 
our support who will not inako thia a spe- 
cial matter of policy. What ia govern- 
ment { The people afathe government. 
Whose are tho public lands I The people 
who settle on and reclaim the barren 
wastes, and who make them to bud and 
blossom as the rose, are tho rightful own- 
ers by laws that are liiijhor than statutory 
enacnnenta. Oovorninenta are instituted 
to more etlectually carry out and enforce 
the natural rights and aocial and political 
relatioiishipa that underly the superstruc- 
ture of society. When they do so impar- 
tially they are entitled to tlio coinmiiudA- 
tion of the people. When they full to do 
so they are deserving of their seviu'cst 
censure. The aettlenioiit of a now coun- 
try to its utmost capacity by a thriving 
and" productive population, ahoidd bo tho 
groat desideratum of any govei nmoiit. By 
this moans the revenues and aggregate 
wealth uf the country are increased and 
ita commerce extended, and anything tlmt 
retards this great conauinmiition is iin in- 
cubus that weighs down tho energies of a 
people. In this particular locality we are 
unfortunate. - Not pjijly have we the compli- 
cations that have arisen between the pro- 
vincial and Doininiou gevornments (which 
aflect the whole railway bolt) to contend 
with, but iu addition we have the ghost of 
the defunct

to frighten as into fits. This scheme or 
franchise ia aHiing;of;^he past. J 

In 1878 an act entitled "an act for dyking 
and reclaiming certain Innds in Chilliw-'back, 
Sumas and llat.sqni" was piissod, giving to 
E. L. Derby aud his assigns the right to 
construct dykes to protect tho.so lauds from 
the overflow of Frasi- rivor, by which lict, 
had they performed the conditions of the 
contract, Derby was to receive 51,000 acres 
of crown lauds, and also the right to collect 
from §2.50 to §5 per acre from the owners 
of land already taJten npi'arid^' settled upon. 
This act provided for tho forfeiture of tho 
frh'jchiae if not completed by July, 1820, ur 
"within such further timo as the chief com- 
missioner of lands and works shall from 
time to timo appoint." It was left option- 
al with this oflicial "on bohalf of tho 
crown," and by giving throe mouths' notice 
of his intention in this behalf, to reHume 
poBseasiou of the lauds referred to. Thia 
act also provided, in section 3t, that' "the 
lioutonantTgC^yprao^in opuneil might in tho 
event of failure on tlie' part of Derby or 
asuigus to carry out the terms, caucol the 
contract and give it to such other persons 
as ho may deem fit aud proper, so tliit^ the 
lands, etc., may be dyked anif re- 
claimed in tho manner set forth." 
Lotgus have light on tho Derby scheme, 
which- is paralyzing the interests of this 
community. When we make application 
for those lands to the diisf commissioner 
of lands and works, we are informed that, 
"though a bill has been passed authoris- 
ing the provincial governmeni to sell the 
lands in Uhilliwhack and Sumas, reserv- 
ed fur dykiiiK purpoeeie, they Ju not yet 



feel that the provisions of tho act can be 

put in operation." Why not? Have 
these 51,000 acres of the beat land in the 
province to ba held subsidiary to the cu- 
pidity of hsactlesB speuulators, v/Uo for 
eight years have wholly failed to make 
the semblance of a showing, which might 
-be construed into, even an equitable, to 
■ay nothing of a legal, right in the pre- 
mises; whilst the "bone and sinew" of the 
country are languishing in uncertainty as 
to their tenure and the prusperity of tho 
cnminunity ia being paralyzed i On behalf 
of the settlers uf this valley, I appeal to 
you, Mr. Editor, as an influential jouf- 
jialist, and to the' governiBBnej'^'whtf'-'Sre 
the coiiaervaturs of our intorestu, and to 
tho legislature, who are the direct repre- 
Bontntivea of the people, to see to the ad- 
juslmenl of thia miserable embrvijUo. I 
have been informed that it is in contem- 
plation to sail us their lands and pay the 
money over to tho speculators -to satisfy 
their.hutigry nmws. I nlmuld'stnile if such 
is tha vase. What right have these peo- 
ple to ' these lands, or to any com- 
pensation for services never performed { 
and ivhich the settlor* are performing for 
themaelvos. When you, Mr. Editor, or 
I enter into a business speculation and 
lose we have no reioourse; we pocket the 
loss and try to do better ndxt time. Are 
these assignees of a rotter franchise privi- 
leged cliaraoters ( Tf they put their money 
in a poor speculation, let them pocket 
their loss like men and no squealing. It 
romir.ds me of the bondholders of the 
confederate districts wanting tho United 
States government to rooogiijsse their 
olainiB. ' What an absurdity 1 I have also 
been informed tliat the Dominion govsrn- 
ment refuse to have anything to do with 
tiiu

referred to. If this is so, we are left in 
a pretty kettle of fish. The Dominion 
wont Imvo us, and the province don't 
seem to care much about ua; so between 
two stoula wo will bo apt to fall to tho 
i;rouiid, or into the Brieran arms of the 
modiTii Abdochs-monopoly, there to be 
aqueivzod until we are made to squeal. It 
seems from tho history of this case that 
Dor'ny, after throwing up a dyke at Mut- 
equi and finding out tho impracticability 
of his achosno, succumbod to tho force of 
circumstances and left tho country, mak- 
ing nil assigniuent of the franchise to. his 
creditors, Thia whole scheme was rotten 
ill itg inception and rotten, in ita details; 
not a lick liaa been struck on it for muny 
yuara. Hut the asaignues are trying to 
galvanize some manifestation of life into 
tho dead carcaas, but it ia duad; yes, very 
dead, and it ia only its ghost we hear 
about, which, like the ghost of the mur- 
dered Banquo, will not dbwnl We want 
this ghost laid by some political 
necromancy or legerdemain or priest- 
craft, wo don't care by what means, and 
its putrid carcaas buried out of ait;ht for 
all time. Such a aimplo act of justice 
as this should' no longer be delayed.

The 
aettlers on that portion of the valley 
known as the "Big Prairie," for tho 
draining of which the Derby Co. were to 
receive in foe simple 45,000 acres, have 
taken the bull by tho horns, and without 
asking for any help have made some ten 
iniUa of ditohing, and have demonstrated 
the practicability of

without the aid of civil engineers or in- 
corporated and subsidized oumpaniua. All 
wo ask is a fair field and no favor; give 
ua a chance to acquire title on easy tenna. 
In many of the United States the swamp 
and overiluwed lands are given to poraona 
who reclaim them, upon |)aymeut of 25 
cents per acre, to cover exponeS' of sur- 
veys, etc. Tho treasury of tho province 
or of the Dominion, aa tho case may be, 
would bo tho gainora in tho end, if this 
largo tract of bi>autiful prairie land wero 
I'cclaiined aud made productive, even if 
it wa» given away to actual aettlora. So 
far as this valley is "^c^icerned it would 
have been niaoh belter for it if the rail- 
road had not come within 100 miles of it. 
Aa the oaae stands, we, who are on the 
other side of the river, cannot inako it 
availublo for oui traffic. There must 
aurely bo "a larger sized oat in tho meal 
tub" ready to spring on the innocent 
mice who are trying .to make an. honest 
living, or Ihoto land titles would have" 
been settled before now, Settlek.

,: The! following extracts from a letter writ- 
ten by Mr. Donald ^McGregor to a gentle- 
man in this city will be found of interest 
to our reatlBi-s. It ia dated nt Grnuito Creek 
Feb. iHt: ".111 mining operations, aa far 
an tukiug out money is coucerncd, are Bua- 
peuileil for the winter, and thoro is no 
money in circulation, which mutes tLiiiga 
(luilo dull. Tho city is growing rapidly, 
however, and new buildings are going on 
continually. Murchanta and others mo 
making extousivo preparations for tho 
spring, as , it is expected there will ba a 
great rush here soon. At present thoro are 
nine stores, tbu licensed liquor liousca, and 
three rcstaurauta, and several more of euub 
are iu course of coustructiou. I have uo 
donbt but there will be lively tiuiea here as 
Hoou as work begins on the olaims; but the 
lower portion of the creek will not Inst 
longer than this summer, beuoo the hope 
of this place is in tho upper portion, or 
what i.s known us the "south fork." That 
portion, however, has not yet boon pros- 
pected. Thero are parties prospecting on 
tbt) -south fork this wmtor, but uoue of 
tbem luivo done enough to dotormine tbo 
cbaructor of tho ground. They have found 
a little gold hero and thoro. Ouo of tbeiu 
found a nugget worth $1) « few huiidrod yards 
from a claim iu which I have an interest, 
and which some of the moat exporieucod 
miu(3ra consider the most likely portion 
of the south fork. There is a good deal 
of prospecting going on on other creeks. 
.Sc;trcely a week passes without some now 
excitement and a geimral alampedo for 
the reported diaonveriea; but the weather 
has been too severe to purmit much pro- 
gross in |iruapectiiig open diggings. All 
that can sufoly bu aaid now ia that there 
ia sonio gold in several of tlioui. Wo have 
had about weeks of pretty cold weather, 
the coldest being about 30 dug. below 
zero. Pack trains are still coming in via 
Nicola, bat there "have been nu trains 
from Hope for some time. This ia quite 
embarrassing to some poopio who have 
sujjplies stored at lltipu and are anxious 
to got then) in as sdum as poasiblo. When 
tbo Hopo-8imilk:uiieon trail becoinoa paas- 
ablo, goods can bo got in by it much 
cheaper than by Nicola. Tbo weather 
now is turning mild, and some of the 
companiaa will probably begin soon to 
tsko out gold. Men aro beginning to 
cnnio in already Some have arrived from 
old Caribou, and more of them will bo 
hare soon; and they are much needed, as 
they are prime autbuiity on mining mat- 
ters; and L might add that their opinion 
ia much respected here. In May or June 
wo expect a tluud that will put a stop to 
tninint; operations for a abort time on 
Granite Oretk; but we hope to get two 
or three montha' work in before the flood 
cornea. Favorable proapeel.s havo been 
found on Cedar and Sbite creeks, but nei- 
ther of them has boon thoroughly tested. 
I am under the impression that provisions 
will be dear until the EIopu trail is tit for 
pack trains, and it would bo a pity if any 
rush should taku place bufori; tint tiiiio, 
as it would cost a great deal to live and 
there! would be very little work.— Cobim-

An IJpriifht Piano 

Should be left open all tho time, says the 
dealer. If it is shut up the keys will turn 
yellow. Dust catiiiot !i>irt « pimio of any 
kind, and it ought not to bo cluaod, save 
when tho room ia swept. The cover of u 
grand or square piano should be put dowtl 
after one is through playing. Of course, 
if there is any danger of water drupping 
on the piano, it ought to be covered with 
a rubber cloth. Above all things, a piano 
should not stand ovur or close to a regis- 
ter or ateain radmtor, for tho uiiiiuu boat 
will hurf it. A good piano is not hurt in 
the slight'jst by moving about, save tho 
damage to the case. Wu had some pianos 
come from Germany last fall, and when 
they reached here tboy were in Just as 
good tune as when they started, nine 
weeks before. A piano ia jual like a 
wuicb or any otbor ilelicato luecliunism — 
it ought to be regularly looked after. A 
piano should be inspected by a first class 
tuner every three months. A poor tuner 
may hurt a piano j,. ,t as much as a poor 
watch repairer can hurt a watch. A Mrat- 
claas piano with good care ought to keep 
in good condition for fifteen years. Then 
it will be cheaper to exchange it for a new 
one than to have it repaired.

states that, looking to tlie faet that the 
ComniisBioners had reported that there 
"waa S'jiriraa facie case for further pro 
CRcdiiigs, it would be competent for 
the Archbishop to hear the case, or it 
might be sent by letlerH of request to 
the Court of the province to be deter- 
mined by Lord Penzance; but he pro 
furred to-ftdopt.another courae, and ad- 
nionishea'Sli'.' Kennetly, truHting to the 
strength of that rather than to any 
sentence of law. A suspension from the 
duties of hia office, if that were the re- 
sult, would not of itself, the Bisho]) 
said, be of any j)ermanent advantage 
either to the parish or ^t.i 'K^i^nnedy.
